“ I was obliged, as a high war offi­ 
cial, to support the president without 
thought of my political interests from 
tbti duy I entered the administration 
until I left it, and I put no quality 
upon or apology for loyalty to ones 
chief executive.”

have been Issued by the secretary of 
war immediately

work. Under this tinier removal* have 
been made from Siberia,
